Some time before 1855
a mail and stage line was put into
operation between San Diego and
Fort Yuma.

The voute of this mail trail erossed
Rancho Cuyamaen and, following a
precipitous, ragged eanyon, dvopped
down into the desert and Joined the
emigromt trail from Port Yuma fo
Los Angeles. This San Diege-Foxd
Yuma stage {ine wag the foreranner’
of the famous DButterfield Stage
Company,

About 1879 gold was discovered in
the northern part of Rancho Cuya-
maca.  Thig strike becanie the famous
Stonewall Mine and during ifs years
of anctive operation produced move
than 3,000,000 in bullion for its
DWHREDS,

Near the mine grew the village of
Cuyamaca, which, in 1890, had a pop-
ulation of more than 580 and boasted
a hotel, stove, post office, saloon and
sehoolhouse.
